PRINCE IS MADE THE VICTIM 


BY LOT OF MEDICAL JUGGLING 


London, November 19.—One result of 
the death of Prince Francis of Teck, 
Queen Mary’s brother, probably will 
be a complete overhauling of the medil- 
cal staff attached to the court, and it 
ig likely, that a mumber of inflated 
medical reputations will suffer in the 
process. 

It has been given out that Prince 
Francis died from an attack of pleu- 
risy contracted because he was tired 
out from his labors in getting the 
Middlesex hospital, of which he was 
chairman, out of debt. There is no 
doubt that he worked uncommonly 
hard and was tired, but he died, not 
from pleurisy, but from blood poison- 
ing, and an official of the court did 
not hesitate to say to mé a few days 
before his death that his condition was 
due wholly to medical muddling. 

About a month or six weeks ago 
Prince Francis underwent a slight 
operation for the renfoval of a growth 
at the back of the nasal passages. 
Similar operations are performed on 
children every day in the year and 
the percentage of cases in which they 
cause even unusual discomfort is 
small. Prince Francis got along quite 
well for a day or two, and then he was 
allowed to resume his ordinary mode 
of life. The wound began to trouble 
hish, but his medical man made light 
of it and allowed him to go to Balmo- 
ral with the court. In Scotland he be- 
came extremely ill, but in spite of that 
/he was allowed to follow his own in- 
clination and return to London. The 
journey affected him so much that he 
had to go straight to a nursing home, 
‘undergo another and more serious Op- 
|eration, which failed to do any good, 
| and a few days later he was dead. 
| “The fact is,” said my informer, 
“that the system of choosing medical 
‘men for royalty needs a radical over- 
|hawitwe. It isn’t the greatest men in 
their profession who are chosen, as % 
| rule. It is the men with the social 
‘airs and graces and with the influence 
to bring their names before the court. 
A ‘good bed-side manner’ and a good

It 
is all very well to say that royalty 
likes the complaisant doctor, but roy- 
alty values life as much as any One 
else, and I know that the king is »x- 
tremely angry at the condition of af- 
fairs which is only now becoming clear 
to him. 

“The late King Edward, also, is be- 
HMeved to have been a victim of medical 
muddiing. If his advisers had been 
strong enough to insist on his taking 
things easy and taking care of him- 
self, he would have been alive today. 
You may remember that one of his 
hpysicians was not reappointed on 
King George's accession until a public 
scandal was made about it, and then 
the king relented. 


“Hitherto the practice bas been to 
have the complaisant drawing-room 
doctor in ordinary attendance, and 
when things became really serious, to 
call in the really big men. But in the 
case of King Edward and Prince Fran- 
cis of Teck, the big men were called 
in too late to be of any use. There 
isn't a poor hospital patient in London 
who hasn't a better chance of recovery 
from a serious iliness than a member 
of the royal family, under the present 
circumstances. The poor man has he 
advice and services of the most skill- 


ful physicians and surgeons, free of all 


charge, and there fs no etiquette which 
prevents their being called in soon 
enough, as In the case of royalty. Im- 
agine a wealthy man allowing his med- 
ical adviser to put off calling 1 te 
best of advice obtaimable because of 
the effect it might have on his own 
reputation!” 

I am told that Queen Mary especial- 
ly. is angry at the present condition 
and declares that she won't trust her 
children to any but the most competent 
doctors in the land. It, is likely that 
we will hear of the appointment of a 
number of new court physicians and 
surgeons before long, and that among 
them will be some clever young men 
whose names are quite unknown in the 
West End drawing-rooms, but who 
have made a reputation in the East

Lieutenant Arthur Gill Caffee was 
born in Missouri, ang was attached to 
the staff of Rear Admiral Shroeder, 
on the Atlantic fleet battleship Con- 
necticut, before he was assigned to 
duty at Indian Head as inspector of 
ordnance. He entered the naval acad- 
emy in 1900. The assistants who were 
killed and injured were all civilians, 
and lived in the neighborhood of the 
proving grounds, 40 miles below 
Washington.

WITH WALKER’S PROPOSITION, 


week The Constitution printed 
a letter from Mr. Walker, of Sparta, 
Ga., offering to cut up a 10,000-acre 
plantation as homes for the honveless. 

A very great blessing is hid in this 
proposition. The tract comprises the 
old Dixon farm, the man of “Dixon 
Sweep” fame just after the war. We 
don't know Mr. Walker, but our verdict 
is that he is a wise, good man and a 
patriot. It is now up to the Georgian 
without a home to profit by this offer, 
or else be reconciled to assume the 
odium that always accompanies the 
sad refrain of “lost opportunity.” 

Mr. Walker’s proposition is to cut 
up this old Dixon farm into 10-acre 
plats and sel] it to the homeless who 
may apply. We take it for granted 
that no very rich folks are expected 
to take advantage of this offer, and 
so we presume such terms may be 
arrived at as will put a great number 
of homeless Georgians in possession of 
a home, or else it puts it up to these 
homeless thousands to live, to see an 
alien race the prosperous inheritors of 
the Georgian birthright left them by 
the fathers. 

There wil] be more reasons than one 
why many natives of Georgia will fail 
to profit by this proposition. Many 
families will lack the courage to deny 
themselves some frivolous luxuries that 
once tn a while they chance upon or 
live in the hope of chancing upon. 
Some will fail to consider that ft were 
very much better to live hard for a 
year or two, till a start is acquired, 
than to forever live, them and their 
children after them, from hand _ to 
mouth, loaded down with anxiety, 
homeless and doomed sooner or later 
to see the independent spirit of the 
Georgia Cracker and his posterity sup- 
pifants to an alien race for a place to 
shelter. There will be different reasons 
from different people as to why Mr. 
Walker's proposition is not greedily 
accepted, but the greatest reason will 
be that of “false pride.” 

Hardly a poor man in all the towns 
of Georgia but what will feel the wis- 
dom of securing one of these tracts, 
but how is he to get down off the 
hign horse he has been riding and 
submit to the ridicule that “false pride” 
whispers he must suffer. All men sen- 
sible enough to be worthy of considera- 
tion will see the foolishness of this 
idea, and personally they would over- 
come it, but the daughters especially, 
and many mothers also, how are they 
to be reconciled? That is the rub. My 
dear ladies, you had better be the fore- 
most movers in this matter. 

In the pioneer Gays mothers and 


Last 


daughters joined heartily in the work 
of settling homes. In the memory of 
many now living families clung to- 
gether through hardships and dangers 
that are not present now. These pio- 
neers would have rejoiced in securing 
a home already prepared for cultiva- 
tion and free from dangers of beasts 
or Indians. They would have rushed 
to Mr. Walker in covered wagons, and 
would have camped in thoSe wagons 
till a shelter could have been prepared, 
and in some way they would have man- 
aged, by working hand to hand and 
heart to -heart, to subsist till a crop 
was grown. These pioneers will never 
be reproduced, nor do I desire them 
reproduced in all the hardness of the 
thing, but we might profit by an imi- 
tation of them in some matters. They, 
at least, left homes to their posterity, 
they fought the beast of the forest, 
the Indians, and the wild woods, and 
it seems to be as little as we could 
do to imitate them in self-sacrifices at 
least enough to retain the lands that 
were left us. These old hilis of Geor- 
gia are a splendid heritage, a most 
sacret heritage, too sacred to allow 
it to pass to an alien race on account 
of some foolish notion of pride or a 
weaknesg in self-denial. 

Without the co-operation of all the 
family, any such movement as sug: 
gested by Mr. Walker is a failure. If 
mothers and daughters will come to 
feel the importance of securing a home 
in the country all will be well. if 
these oppose it, the Man can do noth- 
ing. 

We have in our midst a picture of 
the families who left the country dur- 
ing the past twenty years. Ninety per 
cent of these have been worsted from 
moving to towns. The other 10 per 
cent have done no better than they 
would have done had they remained on 
the farm. In the most of these fami- 
lies the “old man” was opposed to 
moving to town, but the pressure for 
the change was so great that he hada 
to submit, and about all that he has 
received as a reward for such obedi- 
ence is to be rebuked now for loafing 
around town and classed as one of 
the “old red nose” daddies who finds 
no work. 

A few families were strong enough 
to remain on the farm despite all that 
was to contend against, and these, 
either they or their offspring, are the 
prosperous and independent people of 
Georgia today. These had a hard fight, 
but their victory is greater than Gettys- 
burg or Appomattox orany other place, 
for they stand in living contrast to 
the thousands who have went to ruin

Weevil Making Great Progress. 

It has recently been discovered that 
the weevil has crossed almost half- 
Way across the southern part of Ala- 
bama, and at the rate it is now mak- 
ing, will reach the western border of 
Georgia next year. This is two full 
years sooner than it was expected, 
which makes the need for immediate 
action, so the promoters of the confer- 


ence urge, all the more imperative. 

In view of this fact, the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce committee on 
agriculture has redoubled its efforts in 
behalf of the coming eonference, call- 
ing to its aid not only the press of the 
state, but the railroad men, as well. 
The latter report that they have sent 
out to their general egents requests 
that everything possible be done to 
further the interests of the conference, 
and many encouraging reports are com- 
ing in from these agents. 

Greatly reduced rates on all roads 
running into Atlanta have been secured 
for this oceasion, making it possible 
for all who wish to attend at an al- 
most nominal cost. These rates were 
put into effect for the corn show which 
was to have been held here, but were 
held over after it was decided to 
change the show into a boll weevil 
conference. 

Interesting Program. 

The program which has.just been 
completed for the conference is at once 
interesting and comprehensive in the 
extreme. There are among the speak- 
ers the most widely-experienced boli 
weevil fighters in the entire country, 
a number of them men who have given 
their entire time to the study of this 
pest ever since it made its appearance 
in the United States more than ten 
years ago. 

Probably the best-known of these is 
Dr. S&S A. Knapp. special agent of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, who has fought the boll weevil 
most successfully in Texas almast ever 
since it came aecross the Rio Grande 
from Mexico To Dr. Knapp goes the 
honor of being the man who first dis- 
covered how the weevil may be suc- 
cessfully fought, and, under his in- 
structions and advice, many counties in, 
Texas are now raising even more cot-

Grantiand Rice, in The Nashville 
Tennessean and American, makes the 
point that Ray Morrison, the Commo- 
dore quarter back, is entitled to some 
consideration in figuring an all-Amer- 
jcan quarter back. | 

Judging from Morrison's work in 
Atlanta, if that is a fair sample, he 
is entitled to a lot of consideration 
before the final choice is made, Here 
is what Rice says: 

“The east has centered upon its Se- 
lection for all-American quarter back 
in Earl Sprackling, of Brown. 

“The west has picked Johnny McGov- 
ern. of Minnesota, for its first pick. The 
south. if full justice were given in the 
final ranking, has a better man than 
either. Before an impartial court with 
all the testimony at hand, Ray Morri- 
son, of the Commodore machine, would 
be given the call over any quarter 
back in the country today. 

Morrison Praised. 

“This may be taken as sectional or 
local pride in advertising the worth of 
a good footballist. But it isn’t pre- 
sented in that connection. It is furnish- 
ed with the unprejudiced idea that 
Morrison is the best man on the quar- 
ter back job in America today 

it is not necessary to enter into 
any minute details concerning his 
work in southern games, these having 
already been exploited, Coach Stauf- 
fer, of Mississippi, after that game 
conceded Morrison to be one of the 
greatest quarter backs he had ever 
seen, to be ranked with the best stars 
of the game. And Dr. Stauffer, in ad- 
dition to having played on Pennsyl- 
vania. was a. leading official through 
both the east and west for years. 

After the Tech-Vanderbilt game 
Coach Heisman, of Tech, went on rec- 
ord with the statement that Morrison, 
in his opinion, was unquestionably the 
greatest football player the south had 
ever produced with possibly the ex- 
ception of Owsley Manier, whom the 
Tech coach, along with many others, 
always considered a marvel.

throughout Wurope, is one that is 
known as “The International Exchange 
of Children.” 

This + “was 
some eight 


originally founded 
years ago by the 
Dowager Duchess a'Uzes, and 
numer@us other great ladies of 
the Faubourg St. Germain in Paris. 
society deals chiefly with chil- 
dren of the upper classes, and has for 
object the _promotion not merely 
of the acquaintance of. foreign lan- 
guages, but likewise the creation of a 
better understanding among foreign 
nations. The exchange provides for 
a’ three months’ residence or a full 
year between children in families liv- 
ing as far apart as Germany. France, 
Italy, Austria and England. The idea 
of the system, which works remark- 


ably well, is that parents bear the 
cost of the journey of their children, 
but that from the moment of the 
youngsters’ arrival until the hour of 
departure the children are treated ab- 
solutely as members of the family 
with which they. are living. 

Already several thousand rad 
exchanges have successfully taken 
place, and committees of prominent | 
ladfes ‘have -been formed. among lead- | 
ers of the aristocracy in Germany, | 
Spain, Belgium, Holland, Scandinavia, 
Russia, Holland, Italy and Austria, 
who undertake the details connected 
with the practical working of the 
scheme which helps to promote the 
mutual understanding between’ foreign 
nations and does much to destroy ra- 
cial prejudices based upon ignorance.

The skin is the greatest 
sufferer from the extreme cold without 
and the extreme heat within the house, 
and every proper means should be taken 
to safeguard it against these sudden 
changes from one state to the other. 

Swinging pendulum-like as I have from 
Europe to America for several years, I 
have heard many criticisms of Americas 
customs by Europeans, and of European 
customs by Americans. But chief of these 
by Europeans !s that Americans keep 
their rooms and cars too hot “Oh, 
those overheated rooms!” exclaims the 
Frenchman, the Englishman or the Italian 
returned from America. And in the same 
breath he deplores the pale complexions 
of American women. 

The two facts have a close connection. 
They are indeed cause and effect. The 
skin of the face is as delicate and 
sensitive as a flower. Subject a rose to 
the same treatment as the skin and what 
will happen?

Here are a trio of questions which 
form the staple of conversation among 
the incoming politicians and statesmen 
of both parties. 

You can get any kind of an answer 
to either one of them you desire. It all 
depends on who you are talking to. 

When Democrats Tackle Tariff. 

The republicans here are confident 
the democrats are going to smash when 
they tackle the tariff, and profess to be 
anxious to see an extra session called 
in order that the dissensions in the 
ranks of the enemy would be sufficient- 
ly pronounced to decide the election in 
1912. Strange as it may appear, those 
democratic leaders who are here seem 
to be perfectly willing to be put to the 
test, and evince no fear at all of an 
extra session. In fact, some of the most 
influential men in the party have no 
hesitation in saying they will welcome 
an extra session. 
“This idea that the 
hopelessly split on the tariff is a 
mistake,” declared one leading demo- 
crat“t%a me. “When it comes for us to 
take up this work, we awill tackle some 
of the worst of the schedules as a 
united party, and we'll straighten them 
out to the satisfaction of the people. 
When the Payne-Aldrich bill was be- 
fore congress, we knew a high protec- 
tion measure was bound to pass, and 
some of the democrats, while against 
the principle of protection, concluded 
it would be foolish to permit the prod- 
ucts of their sections to be discrim- 
inated against, and took and apparent- 
ly inconsistent attitude. 

“You'll find these men are perfectly 
ready to fall in line for a reasonabie 
tariff revision. The fact that the 
views of the progressive republican 
senators must be met in order to get 
any tariff legislation to the president 
precludes a radical measure and will 
make it easier for the democrats to get 
together. If Mr. Taft and the re- 
publicans want an extra session they'll 
find the democrats ready; in fact, anx- 
ifus, to tackle the work entrusted to 
them by the country.” 

The Rules of the House.

best opinion is that the rules will 
be amended and a committee on rules 
appointed.

seemed to be choking, but was able to 
whisper;

‘Tatina wae greatly frightened and 
tried to free herself so that she might 
run for the doctors, but her father 
would not release his grasp.

TOLSTOI PREDICTED FLIGHT 
IN A REMARKABLE ARTICLE 

New York, November 19—~In a re- 
markable article by Count Le Tolstoi, 
printed in this country for the first 
time, there is a prophetic suggestion 
of his recent-flight. The article fol- 
lows: 


By Leo Tolstol. 

To whom do we belong? To God 
or to the devil? In whom do we be- 
lieve?

Count Lyof Nikolaivitch Tolstoi, us- 
ually called Count Leo Tolstoi, novelist 
and social reformer, was born August 
28, 1828, at Yasnaya Poliana, in the 
province of Tula, Russia. When 23 
years old Tolstoi entered the army, and 
served in. the Caucasus and tn the de- 


and French allied forces. He first 
made a reputation in literature by a se- 
ries of vivid sketches written from Se- 
bastopol, and.when he left the army 
soon after the Crimean war he devoted 
himself entirel yto literature. 

His “War and Peace,” a tale of in- 
vasion of Russia by Napoleon in 1812, 
is regarded in Russia as being his 
masterpiece, though His “Anna Kar- 
enina, which appeared in 1876, and 
“The Cossacks” found. better favor 
abroad, where his “Kreutzer Sonata” 
translations of which were published 
in 1890 also attracted wide attention 

Tolstoi wrote much o neducation, 
‘and published a number of short stories 
and reminescences of childhood and 
youth, but o frecent years he had de- 
voted himself to religious teaching. 
He made “return not evil” the kKey- 
stone of the Christian faith, and insist- 
ed taht the literal interpretation of 
the sermon on the mount was the only 
rule of the Christian life. 

Tolatoi on Religion. 

The religious views of Tolstoil were 
set forth in his “Christ’s Christianity” 
and “My Religion.”’ 

Dufing 1893 Totstoi wrote . “The 
Kingdom of God Within Us,” an impor- 
tant work on the socia) question, and 
in 1895 he wrote “The Four Gospels 
Harmonized and Translated.” His oth- 
er works included “My Confession,” 
“Criticisms. of Dogmatical Christian- 
ity,” “What I Believe,” “What Is To Be 
Done?’ “The Death of Ivan Lytch,” 
“The Power of Darkness,” (a drama); 
“On Life,” “The Fruits of Enlighten- 
ment,” (a comedy); “ThesKingdom of 
God Is Within You,” “What Is Art?’ 
“The Christian Teaching,’ “The Resur- 
ection,” “The Slavery of Our Times,” 
“What Is Religion?’ and many other 
works on the most varied subjects.

rons of city delivery from the use of 
such receptacles far outweigh the smal) 
expense involved. As this office is 
interested in furnishing the best pos- 
sible service at the least expense, your 
compliance with the foregoing sug- 
gestions will be much appreciated.” 

The department will immediately 
begin a campaign by distributing these 
circulars to every residence included 
in the city delivery. Monday after- 
noon they will be delivered to the res- 
idents of Ansley park. 

All manufacturers of mail boxes are 
requésted to send their names to R. E. 
Barry, superintendent of mails. These 
manufacturers may then send their 
salesmen around the mail routes after 
the carriers have prepared the way by 
handing out the circulars. 

The department hopes that the res- 
idents of Atlanta will co-operate in 
this endeavor to improve the local mall 
delivery. Ifthe plan is extensively 
carried out, there would seem to be no 
doubt but that the advantages derived 
therefrom will be of great benefit to 
both the office and its patrons.

Are the Peers of Great 
Britain. 


So T. P. O’Connor Says in an 
Article on the English Politi- 
cal Situation--- English and 
Irish Aristocrats Are De- 
scribed as Unteachable. 


London, |. November 19.—(Special 
Cable.)—‘The bluest of blue funks de- 
scribe the condition of the tory party, 
and especially the peers,’ declares T. 
P. O'Conner in an article published 
today. It is always so with insolent 
and arrogant aristocracies when they 
are brought to the bar of public opin- 
ion. It seemg that at the prime or- 
deal the universal and unconquerable 
instinct of aristocracies is to be 
reckless before the volcano bursts, 
then they rush headlong for safety 
when the rumblings of the coming tide 
are beginning to be heard. 

“One might have hoped that men 
with the advantages of the British 
aristocracy, living in a land of free 
institutions, accustomed to mixing -in 
all classes ef society and to breathing 
the air of a -democratic state—one 
might have hoped that such men 
would not at the beginning of the 
twentieth century gommif the criminal! 
blunder of the nebles who ruined 
France in an epoch before democracy 
had been born. These English and 
Irish aristocrats are just as unteach- 
able as were their less fayored pre- 
decessors and the only way to teach 
them is to beat them. 

What the Tories Fear. 

“What the tories fear is an immedi- 
ate appeal on a clear-cut issue; they 
desire delay. They should not get 
this. We have them at last. Their 
day of doom has come. Let us hasten 
it on by every means in our power. 

“While we do not know the exact 
terms which the liberal representa- 
tives offered at the late conference, if 
what we hear is true, these terms were’ 
S80 handsome that everybody will be 
Surprised at we folly and incapacity 
of the tories in rejecting them. The 
terms were better than the teries will 
ever get again. .

‘‘An unexpected cash gain amounting to §$9,- 
033,600, or at least three times in excess of 
what the known figures earlier in the week in- 
dicated, brought about an increase fn the surplus 
reserve in the New York banks of $7,141,700, ac- 
cording to the statement of actual conditions, 
issued Saturday As a result of this gain, the 
surplus above the 25 per cent reserve minimum 
is now $19,701,675. 

“This is the largést surplus recorded since the 
middle of September, wher the banks were pre- 
paring to meet crop requirements, and is more 
than twice as large as the surplus for the cor- 
responding date a year ago. Loans for the past 
week show a small reduction in the actual state- 
ment of $662,700, although in the statement of 
averages iseved Saturday the loan shrinkage 
is given at $11,802;100. This probably reflects 
opinions noted in the previous actual statement. 
At any rate. the surplus figures on overages stands 
at $17,.773.325, or about $2.000,000 below the real 
surplus reports by the banks on Saturday. 

“It {is rather Interesting to note that the 
shrinkage in loans was not confined to the clear- 
ing house banks, but extended to the trust com- 
panies and outside instirutions which, according 
to the statement tesued Saturday, reported a 
decrease of $18,785,500 in loans apd a decrease 
of a little lesser amount in deposits, together 
with a shrinkage of $1,500,000 In cash. 

‘The statement, taken as a whole, foreshadows 
an extremely comfortable position In the money 
market. and with the probability that the return 
flow of funds to this center will be In full force 
soon, New York ought to be considered one of 
the easiest money markets of the world It is 
only fair to add, however, that condition noted 
in. the statement last week, may change greatly 
in character tn succeeding reports.’’

“Mr. Sorg’s troubles did not end with 
the dismissal of this protest, notice 
having been given that another would 
be lodged if he exhibited Vanity Fair 
for the English Hackney Horse So- 
clety’s gold cup on Wednesday after- 
noon. The tdentity

It could support upon its own area, without crowding, in 
the greatest contentment and prosperity, 200,000,000 of people, 
producing for these 200,000,000 of people evefyfhing necessary 
to the sustenance of human life and to ae ntah living. With 
pure water, good health, the vast area of cheap lands waiting for 
the intelligent farmer, an opportunity is presented to the men 
of farther north who are being crowded to the wall by high- 
priced lands. This opportunity will not always abide. 

Let us doa little figuring. An acre of land in Iowa 1s worth 
from one hundred to two hundred dollars. Let us say the aver- 
ave is one hundred and fifty dollars. The average production ot 
corn in lowa is about forty-five bushels. The gross value of this 
crop is twenty-seven dollars per acre. Net profit, probably 
fifteen dollars. In a profit of fifteen dollars per acre, you 
see the justification of a value of one hundred and fiity dollars 
per acre for the land, as it will make ten per cent on the invest 
ment. NOW, LET US LOOK AT THE SOUTH. The valte ot 
farm lands varies widely from ten to fifty dollars tor improved 
land. Let us put the average at thirty dollars. This thirty- 
dollar acre averages a half-bale of cotton, and could just as easily 
average one bale. But, take the half-bale. Wath lint and seed,

This brings us to the duty of the men in the south. The 
southern man has too much land. He lacks working capital, be- 
cause he has too much:land. He is land-poor, largely because 


heretofore there have been no purchasers. But the men of the 
East and the North and the Middle-West are waking up. Con- 
fronted by the exigencies of a harsh climate and high-priced 
lands, they are beginning to look toward the sunny and pro- 
ductive fields of the mild and genial South, 


What, then, is the duty of these 


Southern landowners? It is too

prices. We would be the last to 


urge upon him that it is his duty to 
sell these lands for an insignificant price. They have too posi 
tive a value for this, but he can well afford to sell lands that 
have cost him one, or two, or three, or five dollars an acre for 
ten to thirty dollars an acre, and even. fifty dollars would not be 
excessive for the better lands*which.can produce sucly marvel- 
ous crops, 

It is within the power of the landowners of the South to 
bring to this section in the next five years 1,000,000 good farm- 
ers; and such an influx would make every acre of tillable land in 
this section worth one hundred dollars. Isn’t that worth while? 

Let's again figure a little. All men who know anything, know 
that the tine has come foga more intensive farming—for a bet- 
ter agriculture. But intensive farming calls for working capital. 
the intensive farmer, like the merchant, or the manufacturer, 
or the banker, must have a working capital. Ile cannot depend 
altogether on credit, as has been too much the case. Let us sup- 
puse that he has five hundred acres of land, partly in cultivation; 
ad that as things go in the South, this land is nominally valued 
Now, if he will 
get into the swim in this great movement that, is just beginning, 
he can sel! four hundred acres of this land for $12,000 in money, 


at twenty-five dollars an acre—that 1s $12,500. 


and put upon it four good farmers. [le now has a working capi- 
tal of St2,000; and he has left one hundred acres of land which 
will be worth, the moment that he has surrounded himself with 
these other four good farmers, one hundred dollars an acre, or 
$10,000. Ife has practically doubled his fortune at a stroke. But 
he has done more than that—he has provided himself with a 
working capital which will enable him to work his remaining 
acres in the most scientific fashion; adopt the most improved 
methods of cultivation, and produce from his hundred acres four 
times the income that he previously received from the whole 
five hundred acres. 

This article is only intended as a thought-provoker. It is 
not the intention here to’go into every detail. That will be done 
later. Lnough, however, has been said to show the opportunity 
that exists here for the Northern farmer, and the duty of the 
Southern farmer, to aid in bringing to the knowledge of the 
Northern farmer that opportunity and then in meeting his need 
by giving him land at a fair price. The lowa or [linois farmer 
buying Southern land at even fifty dollars an acre would be se- 
curing a tremendous bargain; while the Southern farmer sell- 
ing him the land would be putting himself in a position of 
financial independence. 

Southern lands, properly developed, would make it the rich- 
est section in the Union, because, as previously stated in this 
article, it has the widest range of profitable production of any 
state in the Umion. 

Mark that phrase—PROFITABLE PRODUCTION. Many 
states can raise a-variety of things in an experimental way; but 
in the South practically every crop known in the’ United States 
can be grown profitably, and of no other section can the same 
thing be said. 

In conclusion: To the man up North—Grasp the oppor- 
tunity, for opportunity is always of short life. To the Georgian 
—Do your duty to the commonwealth and to yourself. . 

The opportunity of the landless man is met by the duty of 
the landedman. If the one grasps the opportunity and the other 
discharges the duty, the result will be a greater, grander, richer, 
better South.

The subject is so large that it will be necessary for me 
to classify and consider it under about four heads, as follows: 

“1. Corn, hay, pasture and forage crops. 

“2, Stock raising. 

“3. Fiber plants. 

“4. Truck tarming.

“It has been thought till recently that the South would not 
raise large crops of Indian corn, but a little demonstration has 
proven that the soils and climate are specially adapted for that 
purpose, and that larger crops can be raised than in the so-called 
corn states. Climatic conditions are much more favorable for 
the corn plant, and as_ large soatlin of the plant is 
of atmospheric origin, climate is of primary consideration. 
All that is necessary is to prepare the soil in the best 
way and use good ifarm methods, and the South will 
develop into one of the best corn regions of the United States. 
We have produced the past vear under test from 80 to 150 bushi- 
els of corn persacre. For pasture and hay the South ts also supe- 
rior to most of the Northern states; first, because of the greater 
rainfall, and secondly, because of more favorable climatic condi- 
tions. The reason the South has not developed in this line is be- 
cause the farmers pave been so engrossed in other crops that 
they have paid but little attention to hay and pasture lands and 
have failed to use the best methods. Under trial the past year 
we have been able to produce from four to six tons of hay per 
acre where the soil was thoroughly prepared and the proper 
seed used. Then there 1s a great varjety of forage plants, such as 
the velvet bean, the cowpea, soy beans, Japan ribbon cane, etc., 
that grow with amazing vigor in the Southern states and are 
exceedingly nutritious, so that there can be an abundant supply 
of forage for stock all seasons of the vear. 

In three respects a large portion of the South is superlative- 
ly adapted to stock raising. First, because of the abundant for- 
age that can be provided, as stated above; and secondly, be- 
cause of the temperature, which is so mild that it does not tax 
the vitality of the animal, and it reduces the amount of food 
necessary to sustain life and vigor. Thirdly, as compared with 
the extreme North, there is a great reduction in the expense of 
providing shelter in the winter, all of which means an additjon 
to the vigor of the animal and its immunity from disease, such 
as tuberculosis, ete. Then, the longer period of pasture makes 
it more economical. The comparatively low price of lumber for 
building purposes is another important item. 

‘These tacts are especially emphasized in the case of pork 
production. Hogs can be pastured the year round on a variety of 
pasture forage that will nearly mature them for market with- 
out the addition of corn. Under the final adjustment of agricul 
ture in the United States | believe that a large portion of the 
South will be found pre-eminently adapted to dairving; to the 
production of horses, mules, and swine; poultry; and in the 
mountain districts, to sheep; that it will be iound that they can 


be raised more economically there than in most any other por-’ 


tion of the world. 

“It 1s simply necessary to call attention to the great value of 
Southern conditions for the production of the semi-tropical 
plants, sugar cane, rice and cotton, three of the best cash crops 
in the world. The United States already produces 70 per cent of 
the fiber that practically clothes the world. The rich alluvial 
lands along the gulf are well adapted to the sugar cane. The 
tiver bottoms and coastal prairies take kindly to rice and produce 
it In great quantities. The past year an experiment made bv 
our department showed 93 bushels per acre of rice. Nearly all 
the Southern states produce cotton. As an example of what can 
be realized in cotton, some of the very sandy lands the past year 
produced as high as two bales, netting the owner more than $too 
per acre. 

“Along the Atlantic and Gulf coasts, and even in the interior, 
are large tracts of sandv loam land pertectly adapted to truck 
growing. They have not as yet been more than partially de- 
veloped, but ultimately they are going to constitute the perma- 
nent garden lands of the United States. Single acres have yield- 
ed in celery, lettuce and such crops, more than $1,000 per acre. 

“It is unnecessary to dilate upon these facts. The South has 
not been understood; neither its soil nor its climate has been 
appreciated. Lands are far below their value at the present time, 
and there is no better place on the continent for young, thrifty, 
and vigorous men to start in agriculture than in many of these 
Southern states.”

Confederate Soldier, 


This remarkable man is a native of 
Georgia Born about 64 years ago ‘in 
the county of Jones. He was the son 
of Benjamin James, one of its leading 
citizens, who died in 1861, at the age of 
48. Captain James spent his bovhood 
on the farm. At the age of 15 
joined the confederate army and saw 
three years of service’ § in Virginia. 
Coming out of the war before the age 
of 19, he farmed one year. He then 
embarked in the construction of rai!- 
roads, with wonderful! First 
he built the Macon and Augusta 
railroad. Second, he built the Grif- 
fin and North Alabama railroad. 
Afterwards he built the old Air 
Line railroad, now the Southern, 
during the administration of Mavor 
Wifliam H. Hulsey, of Atlanta. which 
city donated $300,000 for this im- 
portant, direct line to the east. Hie 
bull:, also, the Northeastern railroad 
from Athens to Lula, and the Bruns- 
wick and Albany railroad.

SOME GREAT OBJECT LESSONS. 


Over Seven Per Cent Can Be Made on 
an Acre of Good Cotton Land 
Costing $800. 


The writer was shown his method of 
raising sweet potatoes, by which up- 
ward of 1,400 bushels are realized to 
the acre. There are 52 rows, 18 inches 
apart, with 140 hills to the acre. Four 
hills produce 48 pounds, and there are 
60 pounds to the bushel. 


The writer was shown how it is 
possible for a man to pay $800 for an 
acre of good cotton land in Emanuel 
county and -make it pay over 7 per 
cent. One bale can be raised on this 
acre, worth $75. You pay 15 cents for 
the seed, $7.50 is the cost of picking; 
bagging and ties, $2.50; preparation to 
cultivate, $10: fertilizer, $10; cost of 
production, 960: 7 per cent of $800 
is $56. 

The writer was shown that this 
land will produce from 200 to 500 
gallons of Georgia cane syrup to the 
acre, worth 50 cents a gallon. Al) this 
has been actually done. 

The writer was shown a peach or- 
chard of a few acres which grows a 
variety of peaches all the way from 
May to October. 

The writer was shown a great corn 
field of 100 acres, which averaged 40 
bushels to the acre this year. Some 
of the stalks are from 10 to 15 feet 
tall. This field planted in oats last 
year averaged 100 bushels to the acre. 

The peavine hay which followed the 
oats averaged a ton to the acre This 
is the best food in the world for stock 
as has been demonstrated. It sells for 
$22 a ton any time, al! the time. 

Speaking of intensive farming, 150 
bushels of corn is something raised to 
the acre. That is to say On one acre, 
or two, maybe. But how much better 
40 bushels to the acre in a field of 100 
acres. Intensive farming does not 
necessarily mean smal! fields. It means 
getting al} that is possible out of the 
soil. 

An intensive farmer can farm on a 
big scale. . Captain James says he will 
raise 100 bushels to the acre in this 
100-acre corn field next year. He will 
do it. 

He- bought this field about tweive 
years ago from a man who said that 
it was not productive. But Captain 
James, by intelligent fertilizing, 
brought it up gradually to its present 
high productive power.

acre field stocked with peavine hay. 
It raised this year half a ton to the 
acre. The stacks represented 50 tons, 
which will command $22 a ton.

15th, 1909. One year from that date, the first anniverSary of the opening of 
the colony, prices of all lands in the borders of South Tampa will be advanced 
to sixty dollars an acre.

Professor E. C. Green, 
who has charge at Fort Brown, has 
accomplished wonderful results in 
growing various kinds of products, 
many of which have heretofore been 
unknown in the United States, While 
many of his tests of plants and trees 
are necessarily incomplete, he has 
demonstrated that some of them can 
be successfully introduced in south- 
west Texas and made of commercial 
importanos. One of the most impor- 
tant experiments is that of growing 
cork-oak. The acorns from which 
these trees sprung were brought from 
Spain. A barrel of acorns is being 
planted each year. The treés ans of 
slow growth, but are very valuable 
when they attain a commercial size, 
which is at the age of about twenty 
years. It its from the cork-oak that 
thea cork*supply of the world is obtain- 
ed, and it is a fact that this supply 
is now very low. It is on this account 
that metal devices for bottle stoppers 
were invented. 

Cork is used for marmy purposes in 
addition to being converted into stop: 
pers for bottles, and a shortage in the 
supply of the product means serious 
harm in some business circles. It has 
béen demonstrated already that cork 
trees can be grown successfully in the 
tarritory contiguous to San Antonio 
There is one of these trees upon the 
Jagua ranch near Fort Brown, which 
is flourishing at the age of sixteen 
vears. It is stateq by Professor Greer 
that when a cork-oak has attained the 
age of twenty years it is good for one 
hundred yvears of producing. 1 wide 
strip of drifting sand across more 
than 100 miles @f Texas about 50 miles 
north of Fort Brown, and this terri- 
tory at present is practically worth- 
less. Here and thene upon the sand 
are growing clusters of live oak trees. 
Professor Green says that whereve- 
these trees are found the cork-oak 
will thrive, and he believes that by 
planting cork-oaks in this sand strip 
the desert waste will be converted in-

Another experiment of the rarest 
importance to the south-at-large is the 
growing of egtton that will be free 
from the boll weevil. The seed of 
fiifty-six varieties of cotton from va- 
rious parts of the world, chiefly from 
Central America, the Philippines and 
South Africa, has been obtained. The 
seed of these different varbeties were 
planted and exhaustive experiments 
will be conducted with the view of 
developing sorme cross variety that will 
be adapted to Texas, both in the pro- 
ducing and insect resisting qualities. 
As an illustration of the possibilities 
in this direction, one variey of cotton 
which Was obtaineq from Nicaragua, 
produces squares which hang down- 
ward. It is a proven fact that thr 
boll weevil is a clumsy insect, and that 
it clings with difficulty. Therefore, it 
would have difficulty in hanging on to 
the Nicaragua cotton, which is being 
successfully grown in its native coun- 
try despite the fact that it ‘is the 
country whence the boll weevil] origi- 
nally. came. It is Professor Greens 
idea to blend this Nicaragua product 
with the long staple cotton of the 
south in the hope that the trait of 
the squares hanging downward may 
be retained and at the same time the 
yiela of staple increased. 

Cotton trees from far southern Mex- 
ico are growing upon this government 
reservation. The growing of bamboo 
is another interesting and valuable 
feature of these experiments. Owing 
to the strong gulf winds which pre- 
vail almost constantly in the lower 
Rio Grande valley, the needs of wind- 
breaks to protect the growing crops

on the work of cutting the continent 
in two. On the Atlantic side the sea 
level channel, extending from the Car- 
ribbean sea to the Gatun locks, 7 miles 
inland, is practically completed, and is 
put into daily use by the barges that 
carry cement for the concrete work at 
Gatun. On the Pacific side the 9 miles 
of sea-leven channel to the Miraflores 
locks is also practically finished. In 
both cases a lot of drédging has been 
done through swamps, and both chan- 
nels have been deepened and improved. 

The work is not completely finished, 
however, for there are more than aj; 
dozen great dredges still employed at 
both ends, two of which are of the 
latest suction type. 

From Gatun dam to Cuebra cut there 
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will be very little digging. Here the 
Panama, canal will not be a big ditch 
at all, but a huge inland lake, 23 miles 
of which will be used by steamers in 
passing between the Atlantic anc Pa- 
cific oceans. For the first 8 miles from 
Gatun, going toward tne Pacific ocean, 
there will be no excavation at all. In 
fact; save the cutting off of a few hills 
there is little excavation until] the 
Cuebra cut is reached. The most diffi- 
cult engineering work betwee: the 
Gatun locks and Cuelbra cut has been 
the control of the rivers which would 
rise 2 to 3 feet higher than the canal 
excavations. 
Big Task Nearing Completion. 

The Titfan task of the Panama canal 
—the digging of the Culebra cut—tis 
now far along toward completion. 
When the work was started on the cut 
there was an average of more than 300 
feet of excavation to be made along 
the entire 9 miles of the cut. Today 
there is an average of a :ittle over 40 
feet of excavation to de done. This 
varies from little or nothing, at the 
ends of the cut, to more than 75 feet 
at the highest point. When One real- 
izes that the cut will be 300 feet wide. 
it is apparent that a prodigious amount 
of excavation still remains to be. done. 

The work-on the huge locks—Gattn, 
Pedro Miguel and Miraflores—affords 
one of the most spectacular achieve- 
ments on the entire route of the canal 
and, from the viewpoint of co.crete 
constriction, is without parallel an’’- 
where in the world. Viewing the huge 
pillars of concrete at the Gatun locks, 
where the men at work seem no larger 
than insects, one realizes that, perhaps 
more than all things else, the construc- 
tion of the Panama can&l has been rén- 
dered possible in this century through 
the amazing advances the world has 
made in the various agencies it may 
employ in giant engineering problems. 

Without concrete, as they were. the 
French assuredly would never have 
been enabled to build such monoliths 
of artificial stone; without the most 
modern steam dfedgers and most mod- 
ern railway and engineering equip- 
ment, the problems encountered in the 
excavation of the Culebra cut would 
require generations. 

The locks at Gatun and 
Miguel are marvels of concrete con- 
struction. Both the one at Pedro 
Miguel, and the flight of two at M.ra- 
llores will be in duplicate; that is, each 
lock will have two channels side by 
side. Each lock will have a usable 
length of 1,000 feet, and a width of *1l» 
feet. The huge Gatun dam will, when 
completed, be 9,040 feet long along th 
crest, including the spillway. The cres 
of the dam itself will be 115 feet abov: 
the sea level, or 30 feet above the nor 
mal level of Gatun dam, and 100 feet 
wide. The width of the dam at the 
normal level of Gatun lake will be 37.5 
feet. 

The dames and locks are the 
pieces to the whole canal. The 
throughout the waterway will be uni. 
form and the description of the work 
at Gatun suffices for that on the othe: 
locks along the whole canal. 


The Passage Easy. 


Considering the prodigious engineer- 
ing achievement, progress through the 
completed Panama canal will be an 
amazingly simple task. From the At- 
lantic ocean to Gatun dam a steamer 
will be enabled to proceed at full 
speed for the 7 miles over the broad 
deep channel. At Gatun the 
will be lifted up 85 feet by the three 
successive locks and perhaps as the 
steamer is lifted up the gradual ascent 
which, as one approaches it, looks like 
a long sloping hillside, other steamers 
will be descending by the twin locks 
on the other side. From Gatun dam 
across Gatum dam to Culebra cut, tix 
vessel will proceed at’ full speed ana 
only when the cut itself is reached 
and the channel has narrowed dow'n t:

ocean. 

The trip will be a marvel. From 
the time a pilot is sighted on one 
ocean until the pilot is dismissed on 
the other it will take but two daya at 
the most to negotiate the 50 miles th 
will cut off two continents.

Wonderful View of Panama. 

The trip through the canal will 
prove @ marvelous experience to the 
stranger in the tropics. Aside from 
the extraordinary sensation of travel- 
ing in a great ocean steamer which is 
lifted 55 feet above the leve] of the 
sea, one will catch a great glimpse of 
the republic of Panama, one of the 
most Interesting and tropical countries 
in the world and as large as the great 
state of Matne. A strip through the 
republic is really United States terri- 
tory. This is the canal zone, a strip of 
territory extending for 5 miles on 
each side of the canal and out into 
deep water In either ocean. Our gov- 
ernment administers the laws in this 
strip and also has the right to enforce 
sanitary regulations in the cities of 
Colon and Panama. 

The Panama canal when completed 
wil! probably cost the government 
$325,000,000, but it will pay for itself 
many times over in increased trade. 
Besides this there is an additional $50,- 
000,000 which was paid to a French 
canal company and also the republic of 
Panama for rights and franchises. 
This makes a total of $375,000,000. By

IS GIVEN DECREE 


Realism Witb a Venge- 
ance in N ew York Show. 


By James Grant Thursten. 

New York, November 19.—(Special.) 
Here is realism with @ vengeance. In 
one of the big theaters there is a comic 
opera wherein there is a divorce court 
scene. At the proper moment the judge 
breezily’ “ands a decree of divorce to 
one of t. ‘irls in the show. A moment 
later he h.nds her another decree, a 
real decree divorcing her from her 
husband in real life. Her lawyer, who 
had received the document, chklled at 
the theater with it, and someone in au- 
thority thought it a good and proper 
scheme to have it presented to her 
right on the stage in the divorce court 
scene, which is going the limit, to say 
the least. 

The theater ticket speculation scheme 
war is on, and the theatrical concern 
most interested is said to have devided 
to ask the legislature to prevent side- 
walk ticket selling. 

There have been two honest efforts 
on the part of showmen to abolish the 
speculation evil. One was made years 
ago by Al Hayman, and the test cost 
him thousands of dollars. The other 
was inaugurated by Marc Klaw two 
years ago before the board of alder- 
men. In the face of tremendous oppo- 
sition, he succeeded in having an ordi- 
nance passed which was afterwardg de- 
clared to be unconstitutional, but 
which equally able lawyers pronounced 
perfectly sound. 

The hotel agencies have been re- 
fusing to sell the concern’s tickets. 
Upon learning that the hotel agencies 
were ‘urging the tickets of other 
theaters upon prospective patrons and 
earefully refraining from recommend- 
ing the concern, the latter gnashed 
teeth and cursed fates. 

Suddenly spectacular circles were 
aroused, insistent reports that Sam 
Mayer, John Land and David Marks 
had paid a bonus of $40,000 for the ex- 
clusive privilege of dealing in tickets 
at its theaters for one year. For this 
sum of money, it is reported, that trio 
were to become general distributors ofr 
the concern, to sell them at whatever 
sum above the box office price they 
chose, to parcel them among other 
speculators, to have as many as they 
desired. 

Unsold tickets were to be~-returned 
at their face value, and no questions 
asked.

“Midnight Sons.” 
(At the Grand.) 

The question has been recently 
raised: Is it pqssible for a play to re- 
main on Broadway all summer with- 
out the aid of New York's tremendous 
floating population? 


“The Midnight Sens,” which comes to! 


the Grand the week of December 6, ran 
at the Broadway theater for thirty-six 
weeks, the greater part of this time 
having run through the summer. Lew 
Fields and the Shuberts believe that 
the out-of-town people, who came from 
all parts of the country, had as much 
to do with the success of “The Mid- 
night Sons” as the staid theater-goers 
of New York. A reasonable estimate, 
which was the result of a census taken 
of the various first-class hotels of 
New York, placed the daily visiting 
list to Manhattan at 500,000. Phila- 
delphia, for example, claims only 5,000; 
Boston, about 15,000; while Chicago is 
the next largest, with about 30,000. 
Mr. Fields and the Shuberts, therefore, 
claim that during the thirty-six weeks 
of “The Midnight Sons” at the Broad- 
way theater, nearly 1,000,000 strangers 
who were in New York for a day, a 
week or a month, saw the play. That 
“The Midnight Sons” appealed to the

change of schedule on the Central railroad. 

The proposed change grows out of the commendable desire of 
the Macon Chamber of Commerce to advance the interests of the 
wide-awake Central City. But it is to be doubted if, in this ad- 
mirable endeavor, the promoters of the movement have considered 
the injustice that would be done both to the patrons of the Central 
and the city of Atlanta. 

At present the train on the Southwestern Division, which gath- 
ers up like a funnel daily traffic from all that portion of south 
Georgia, arrives at Macon at 7:15 a. m., and departs at 8 p. m., 
making connections both ways to and from Atlanta. 

The contention of the projectors of the change is that many 
persons cannot avail themselves of the privileges of this train, be- 
cause of the unearthly hour of departure from their stations, and 
the late hour of the return trip. | , 

It is proposed to obviate these disadvantages by changing this 
schedule to arrive in Macon not later than 10:30 a. m., and depart 
not later than §:30 p. m. 

A petition to the railroad commission, looking to the change, 1s 
being vigorously circulated, and we have it upon the authority of 
our esteemed contemporary, The Macon Telegraph, that high hopes 
are entertained of success. : 

Now, the one weak point in the deal, so far as southwestern 
Georgia and Atlanta are concerned, is that the proposed change 
would break the connection between southwestern Georgia and At- 
lanta, by bringing the trains to Macon too late to make connections 
with the Atlanta trains, the schedule of which gives south Georgians 
@ few hours in Atlanta and a whole day in Macon. 

Undoubtedly, the enterprising Maconians overlooked this point 
while agitating for the change. Their sole motive was in obtaining 
schedule facilities that would improve the trade of their own city. 

Nevertheless, the alteration they are seeking would have the 
effect we have outlined—that of virtually depriving southwest Geor- 
gians of that daily shopping access to Atlanta which means so much 
to that portion of the state. suk 

It is highly admirable of Macon to stick up for its rights and 
possibilities, but it is also incumbent upon Atlanta and our own 
chamber of commerce to do likewise. 

Here is a solution that will work mutual justice: 

Another train to meet the logical objections brought forward by

That solution would give Macon the concession for which she 
is working, without affecting the easy access now obtaining by day 
trip as between south Georgia and Atlanta and vice versa.

AS TO DIRTY STREETS. 


In a communication published elsewhere today, E. M. Reid, who 
has recently moved to Atlanta, comments particulafly upon the 
“singular absence of street sprinklers at this dusty season.” 

During the day the street sprinklers are not used in Atlanta, 
though often it is advisable to keep down the dust, for the reason 
that when the streets were constantly sprinkled criticism was made 
of wet asphalt pavements, which caused horses and stock to fall 
on the streets. . | 

The sanitary department has the sprinklers available for use, 
but does not use them because of the complaint of citizens who use 
or drive horses. Pedestrians, and others who do not use horses, 
complain ef the dust. | 

All the asphalt, bitulithic and wood-block pavements in the city 
are sprinkled every night. Yet the sprinkling does not keep down 
the dust through the day. 

The falling leaves at this season of the year, an atmosphere 
charged with smoke and soot, carelessness on the part of citizens 
who drop paper and other trash on the streets; all contribute to 
dirty, filthy streets. : 

There is no denying that Atlanta's streets are dirty. 

The only question is: “What are you going to do about it?” 

The dust and debris that accumulates on the streets of a thriv- 
ing, populous city is not only unsightly, but unhealthy. Blown about 
by the wind, millions of bacteria ride in the dust and claim their 
toll of death.

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Navigating the Air. 

Aeroplane operators have entirely 
novel problems in navigation to solve. 
Of John B. Moisant's clever solutiono 
on his famous voyage from Paris to 
London, the Scientific American says: | 
“In view of the fact that Moisant had 
‘never in his life been north of Paris,’ 
and was, therefore, totally unac- 
quainted with the lay of the land and 
the various topographical features 
which might serve to guide him to the 
English channel, the question natural- 
ly arises as to how in the world he 
found his way. It was done by first 
marking off the various courses, Paris 
to Amiens, Amiens to Calais, Calais 
to Dover, ete., on @ map and then fol- 
lowing these courses by compass. The 
first course to Amiens was, if we re- 
member rightly, northeast by north. 
quarter north. 

“Moisant first rose to a height of 
about 1,200 feet, and, with his eye on 
the compass (which rested on the 
floor between his knees), he swung the 
machine until she was heading on ths 
course. Then, sighting forward, he 
took a bearing on some large object. 
twenty to twenty-five miles distant on 
the horizon, and, disregarding his 
compass, headed his machine some- 
what into the westerly wind which 
was blowing and fiew direct for the 
mark. This point reached, he again 
swung his machine on to the true 
compass course and took a new sight 
for twenty or thirty miles, repeating. 
the maneuver until, to his great de- 
light, the city of Amiens showed up 
above the horizon. 

“Moisant says that by this system 
he hit every town with an accuracy 
which satisfied him that, in clear 
weather, even though a considerabie 
wind may be blowing, it will be pos- 
sible to traverse with accuracy iong 
distances over unknown lands, pro- 
vided one has a good compass, and the 
courses are accurately known.”’

CRUSADE FOR 


GOOD ROADS 
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San Antonio, Texas, November 19.— 
(Special.)—In the absence of federal 


or state aid for good roads southwest 
Texas is setting about the solution of 
the good roads question im a manner 
that may be of interest to scores of 
other states where the organization 
for directing the construction of good 
roads ig poor. In this state, as in @ 
great many others, there is no provi- 
sion for the construction of good roads 
by the state. This matter is entirely 
in the hands of the county officials, 
In a territory as sparsely settied as 
southwest Texas still is, in spite of 
its enormous immigration, good roads 
are particularly necessary because the 
distances to be traveled are long. Im- 
perative necessity has forced the 
counties to organize among themselves 


to direct this work. ws in all other 
states there are some \ progressive 
counties which vote for roads 
bonds and special taxes quite , 


Others refuse to do so. Now the prop- 
osition of each county is usually to get 
a good highway across several coun- 
ties in addition to providing ite own 
little network of good rodds. There- 
fore, having voted bonds the county 
officials of the fortunate county take 
up negotiations with the neighboring 

But the county having a good roads’ 
is desired on very much the same basis 
that one nation would negotiate a 
treaty with another. The obvious ad- 
vantage of the good road in question 
is usually sufficient argument to in- 
duce the backward county to fall into 
line. 

But teh county having a good roads’ 
fund at its disposal has force as well 
as diplomacy at its command. Such 
a county, presuming that it has an 
obstinate neighbor to the north, can 
construct all county highways up to 
within two, three, four or five miles 
of the county line, and then leave an 
intervening area of very bad roads. 
This very seldom fails to force the 
neighboring county to action. 

Using these methods it is possible 
to drive a highway straight as the 
crow flies across several hundred miles 
of country where the per capita cost 
of good roads is comparatively high 
owing to the fact that southwest 
Texas is far from being thickly popu- 
lated. Such a proposition is now being 
handled between San Antonio and 
Corpus Ghriet!. The bureau of good 
roads at Waehington was reauested to 
send an expert to furnish the cownty 
officials information about routes and 
road material. Fay McClure waa sent, 
and has recently submitted his pre- 
liminary report. Commercial clubs 
alone the way and the San Antonio 
Chamber of Commerce are now lending 
their moral support to the proposition, 
and there is little doubt that the next 
few months wil] see under way a road 
going straight from San Antonio to 
Cornus Christi through what was oniv 
a few years ago the very stronehold 
of the cattle baron. Undoubtedly no 
other means now at the command of 
those who realize the !mportance of 
good county roade could accomplich 
these results.

for a military career.

In 1722 he was elected to parliament 
frm Haslemere, county of Surrey, and 
this borough he represented continu- 
ously for thirty-two years.

In aid of this enterprise, Oglethorpe 
not only contributed largely from his 
private means, and solicited contribu- 
tions from his wealthy friends, but 
wrote a tract in which he used argu- 
ments that were practical as well as 
ingenlous. 

On the 17th of November, 17 all 
arrangements having been completed, 
the “Anne” set sai) for the .colony of 
Georgia, accompanied by Oglethorpe, 
who furnished his own cabin, and laid 
in provisions not only for himself, but 
for his fellow-passengers. On the 13th 
of January, 1733, the “Anne” anchored 
in Charleston harbor. From Charleston 
the vessel sailed to Port Royal, and the 
colonists were soon quartered in the 
barracks of Beaufort-town, which had 
been prepared for their reception. Ogle- 
thorpe left the colonists at Beaufort, 
and, in company with Colonel William 
Bull, proceeded to the Savannah river.

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‘He went up this stream as far as Yam-

In that day and time, men were im- 
prisoned for debt in England.

The man who was unable to pay 
his debts was judged to be as criminal 
as the man who, though able, refused to 
pay. Both were thrown into the same 
prison, and subjected to the same hard- 
ships.

| Dickens has told something of those 
unfortunates who were thrown into 
prison for debt. 

There was apparently nothing too 


atrocious to be sanctioned by the com- 
mercial ambition of the English. It 
armed creditors with the power to im- 
pose the most cruel burdens upon their 
debtors. and it sanctioned the slave 
trade. Many crimes have been commit- 
ted to promote the commercial su- 
premacy of Great Britain, and on 
that blind policy was based the law

The Meeting With Tomochichi. 

Close by the site which Ogiethorpe 
chose for his colony was an Indian vil- 
lage occupied by the Yamaarawa, a 
small tribe, of which Tomochichi was 
chief. At this point, too, was a trading 
post, which had been estabiished by a 
white man named John Musgrove. This 
man had married a half-breed woman 
whose Indian name was Coosaponake- 
see, but who was known as Mary Mus- 
grove. In order to insure the friendly 
reception of this little colony and its 
future safety, Oglethorpe went to tae 
village and had a talk with Tomochi- 
chi Mary Musgrove not only acted as 
interpreter, but used her influence, 
which was very great, in favor of her 
husband's countrymen. This was fort- 
unate, for the Indians were very un- 
when they learned that a colony 
to be established near 
their village, and some of them even 
threatened to use force to prevent it; 
but Oglethorpe’s friendly attitude, and 
Mary Musgrove’s influence, at last per- 
suaded them to give their consent.

On the 30th day of January, 1733, the 
inyrmigrants set sail from Beaufort, and 
on the efternoon of the next day they 
arrived at Yanactaw's Bluff. Un the 
site of the town that had already been 
marked off, they pitched four tents 


large enough to accommodate all the 
people. Oglethorpe, after posting his 
sentinels, slept on the ground uynder 
the sSelter of the tall pines, near the 
central watchfire. As a soldier should, 
he slept soundly. He had planted the 
new colony, and thus far all had gone 
well with him and with those whose 
interests he had charge of. 

To bring these colonists across the 
ocean and place them in a position 
where they might begin life anew, was 
not a very difficult undertaking; but to 
plant a colony amongst savages a}- 
ready suspicious of the whites, and to 
f succeed in obtaining their respect, 
friendship and aid was something that 
required wisdom, courage, produce and 
large experience. This Oglethorpe did; 
and it is to his credit that, during the 
time he had charge of the colony, he 
never in any shape or form took ad- 
vantage of the ignorance of the In- 
dians. His method of dealing with 
them was very simple. He conciliated 
them by showing them that the whites 
could be just, fair and honorable in 
their dealings; and thus, in the very 
beginning, he won the friendship of 
those whose enmity to the little colony 
would have proved ruinous. 

Providence favored Oglethorpe in 
this matter. He had to deal with an 
Indian chief full of years, wisdom and 
experience. This was Tomochichi, who 
was at the head of the Yamacraws. 
From this kindly Indian the Georgia 
colony received untold benefits. He re- 
mained the steadfast friend of the set- 
tlers and used his influence in their be- 
haw in every possible way, and on all 
occasions. Although he was a very old 
man, he was strong and active, znd of 
commanding presence. He possessed 
remarkable intelligence; and tnis, add- 
ed to his experience, made him one of 
the most eemarkable of the Indians 
whose names have been preserved in 
history. 

When the Creeks came to savannah 
to meet Oglethorpe, the greatest of 
their chiefs said that he was related 
to Tomochichi, who was a good man, 
and had been a great warrior. 

Thus, with Oglethorpe to direct it, 
and with Tomochichi as its friend, the 
little Georgia colony was founded and, 
as we Shall see, thrived and flourished. 

Oglethorpe’s Grave. 

He sleeps in the beautiful 
side of England in the parish church 
at Cranham, 16 miles from London. 
This church was recently visited by 
my friend, Mr. Harry Alexander, of 
Atlanta, and he described the hand- 
some mural tablet’ in that church to 
the general’s memory. Upon searching 
for his house, he learned that it was, 
long ago, burned, and only the garden 
gate remained to mark the estate 
whereon the foundation of Georgia was 


country- 


planned. It is hoped tHat a grateful 
State will some day mark this spot 


and also place a bronze palm upon his 
tomb. I know of no better way to 
tell the Georgians of today of what 
manner of man was Oglethorpe than 
to quote, in its entirety, the insecrip- 
tion on his tomb, which was the opin- 
fon of his contemporaries: 

“Near this place lie the remains of 
James Edward Oglethorpe, Esq., who 
served under Prince Eugene, and in 
1714 was captain lieutenant in the first 
troop of the Queen’s Guards. In 1740 
he was appointed. colonel of a regi- 
ment to be raised for Georgia. In 1745 
he was appointed major general; in 
1747, Meut@mant general, and in 1760, 
general of his majesty’s forces.”’ 

a A Conspicuous Figure. 

In his civil station he was very early 
conspicuous. He was chosen member 
of parliament for Haslemere, in Sur- 
rey, in 1722, and continued to repre- 
sent it till 1754. 

In the committee of parliament for 
inquiring into the state of jails, form- 
ed 25th of February, 1728, of which 
he was chairman, the active and per- 
severing zeal of his benevolence found 
a truly suitable employment by visit- 
|ing with his colleagues of that gener- 
ous body» the dark and  »pestilential 
}dungeons of the prisons, which at that 
| time dishonored the metropolis. de- 
tecting the most enormous oppressions, 
obtaining exemplary punishment of 
these who bad been guilty of such

outrage against humanity and justice, 
and redressing multitudes of extreme 
misery to light and freedom. 

Of these, about 700, rendered by 
long confinement for debt, strangers 
and helpless in the country of their 
birth, and desirous of seeking an asy- 
lum in the wilds of America, were by 
him conducted thither in 1732, 

He willingly encountered in their 
behalf a variety of fatigue and dan- 
ger and thus became the founder of 
the colony of Georgia, a colony which 
afterward set the noble example of 
prohibiting the importation of slaves. 

This new establishment he strenu- 
ously and successfully defended 
against a powerful attack of the Span- 
lards. 

In the year in which he quitted Eng- 
land to found this settlement he 
nobly strove to secure our true 
national defense by sea and land—a 
free navy without impressing a con- 
stitutional militia. By his social af- 
fections were more enlarged than even 
the term patriotism can express; he 
was the friend of the oppressed negro— 
no part of the globe was too remote; no 
interest too unconnected or too much 
opposed to his own to prevent the im- 
mediate succor of suffering humanity. 

His Return, 

For such quaiities he received from 
the ever memorable John, Duke of 
Argyle, a full testimony in the Brit- 
ish senate to his military character, 
his natural generosity, his contempt 
of danger and regard for the public. 
A similar encomium is perpetuated in a 
foreign language and by one of our 
celebrated poets his remembrance is 
transmitted to posterity in lines just- 
ly expressive of the purity, the ar- 
dor and the extent of his benevolence. 
He lived till the_lst of July 1786, a 
venerable instance to what a duration 
a life of temperance and virtuoug la- 
bor is capable of being protracted. 

His widow, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir Nathan Wright-Bart and only sis- 
ter and heiress of Sir Samuel Wright- 
Bart, of the same place, surviving him 
with regret, but with due submission 
to Divine Providence, an affectionate 
husband after a union of more than 
forty years, hath inscribed to his 
memory these faint traces of his ex- 
cellent character.

Left No Descendants.

For ntance, if a label reads 60, 
65, 70 or 75 proof, it ‘s “‘low proof’’ and not 
Government standard proof. If the “proof” 
does not appear on the label it can be taken 
as Government standard proof, the law pro- 
viding that where whiskey is of standard 
proof the fact need not be stated on the label. 


Even a “Straight Whiskey” or a “Blend 
of Straight Whisk:es” may be “iow proof,” 
in which case the label must so state.

GRANDFATHER CLAUSE 
BEING STRONGLY FOUGHT: 
Oklahoma Negroes Appeal to 


the United States Su- 
preme Court. 


Washington, November 19.—BEleven 
days after the election Joseph Atwater, 
an Oklahoma negro, today filed in the 
supreme court of the United States his 
appeal from the decision of the-Okla- 
homa courts which had refused-to en- 
join election officials in Oklahoma City 
from denying him the right to vote on 
November 8. 

The petition for injunction was based 
on the claim that the “grandfather 
clause” placed in the Oklahoma con- 
Stitution by amendment was invalid. 
because it would deny the right to vote 
to a large number of negroes in the 
S.ate, entirely on account of color or 
previous condition of servitude. 

The clause complained of denied the 
right to vote to those who could not 
read and write a section of the con- 
stitution. It provided, ‘however, that 
no person should be denied the ri-it 
to vote if either he or his ancestors 
had the right to vote In any form of 
government on January 1, 1866. 


normally Small Num- 
ber of Suits.. 


Columbus, Ga., November 18.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—Railroad '§ litigation in west 
Georgia is at the lowest tide in a 
decade. 

The legal offices of the railroad com- 
panies for a large number of counties 
in this section are located in Colum- 
bus, and the lawyers find that they 
haye fewer damage cases to defend 
for their clients than in a good many 
years. For lillustration, in one law 
office in Columbus which represents 
a division of one of the leading rail- 
road companies, there is on the railroad 
docket only fhree or four cases, and 
it so happens that practicalfy all of 
them grow out of a case of such com- 
paratively small importance that it 
was brought in a justice court. 

The railroad attorneys are not com- 
plaining over the situation at all, but 
they cannot but regard it as very un- 
usual, to say the least. They do not 
attribute the lightness of the dockets 
os Tag disposition on the part of the 
public to refrain from bringing dam- 
age suits against railroad companies 
when cause or supposed cause for such 
action exists, but they are rather in- 
clined to base it on the b:oad propo- 
Sition that the roads are giving better 
and more careful service, and that the 
number of accidents has been reduced 
to a minimum, while tardiness in mov- 
ing freight has become almost a 
memory. 

The number of suits brought against 
raliroads in Georgia was greatest in 
the period of prosperity preceding the 
1907 panic. The fieight movement was 
tremendously heavy, and 
were short both in equipment and in 
help. In such a situation a good many 
men had to be employed whose rail- 
road experience had been quite short, 
and in the strenuous endeavor to rush 
the freights through and make the 
passenger schedules the acident line 
reached its highest point on the ‘rail- 
road clrart. A good deal of the litiga- 
tion in those years was due to siow- 
ness in delivering freights, due to car 
shortage, and the other conditions just 
described. 

Now that norma] conditions again 
prevail, railroad litigation circles have 
become really abnormally dull.

A VISIT TO SOLDIERS’ 


HOME AT LITTLE ROCK 


Five miles from the city, crowning 
one of the few hillsides of that usual- 
ly level country stands a commodious 
brick building, surrounded by a splen- 
did grove of natura] forest trees. A 
winding walk leads from the gate 
through the spacious grounds, and on 
a crisp November morning, in company 
with a party of Little Rock friends, 
we motored from the city, covetinu 
the distance in 30 minutes. No trolley, 
or car lines run to the home, ana the 
advent of a visitor is always a source 
of interest to the fifty-four inmates, 
consequently our automobile was sur- 
rounded the moment we stopped at the 
door. When introduced as from Geor- 
gia the first man who offered his hind 
iooked wistfully into our faces, and 
with eyes bedimmed and trembling 
voice, said, “God /bless you, I an a 
Georgian.” Limited time made it hard 
to break away from these battle- 
scarred and weary, worn heroes. but 
when the resident physician graciously 
offered to pilot us through the yarious 
wards, we followed, first into the in- 
firmary, where the oldest man in the 
building—¥4 years old—sat in a roll- 
ing chair, and there viewed the two 
wards where on cots, side by side, lay 
the comrades. 

Much Interest attached to the con- 
sulting room, where there were many 
appliances for giving the vibratory 
massage, and electricity in its many 
forms—which proves such an vital- 
izing force to the aged. The visttors 
were then shown the chapel, where re- 
ligious and other exercises are held, 
and with the motherly matron we vis- 
ited the various wards. The neatly- 
kept dining room with its cleanly ar- 
ranged tables, where the husband and 
wife sup together and separate tables 
provided for the ladies; then our steps 
were directed tu the annex, where live 
the soldiers who have their wives with 
them, and also the widows of confed- 
erate soldiers—for Arkansas stands 
ahead of Georgia in providing for be 
wives and widows as well. 

There were five widows of confeder- 
ate soldiers, and five wives with their 
veteran husbands. So, dear daughters 
of Georgia, we. have yet a great work 
to do in seeing to it that these vet- 
eran wives, with their hoary hair, b@nt 
forms, and feet fast tottering to the 
grave, are not allowed to spend their 
last days struggling with poverty and 
want. 

It is a grand privilege to bulld beau- 
tiful monuments of marble and stone, 
but a far grander and greater privi- 
lege to shelter from the storm and 
stress of life these Spartan-like women 
who without the gun and knapsack 
braved dangers in the home that would 
have appalied many a stout heart far 
more than fire from the enemy's lines. 

Let us see to it that their last days 
are made comfortable; let us sodthe 
the furrowed brow, minister to the few 
needs they have, and add comfort in 
every possible way. 

The days are going swiftly by, and 
unless we are up and doing it wil! 
ere long be a jost opportunity, and are 
we not called “daughters’’—then in 
very truth let us prove ourselves 
daughters in loving solicitation, and 
plan for these, our mothers, in the 
cause so dear to all.

The Russians of the Holy Land. 

An even geater invasion of the Holy 
Land than thatof the Germans is that 
of the Russians. Tbis’ occurs every 
year, and it goes on all the ti.se,. It 
is, however, a spiritual invasion, .nd 


there is nothing commercial about it. 
The Russians come by the fifty 
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A Blice of Russia in the Heart of Judea. 


sixty thousands a year. They - are 
brought in b ythe shipload at Easter 
time and during the whole spring com- 
panies of pilgrims can be seen goiig 
about on foot from shrine to shrine 
over Palestine. 

Many of the pilgrims la.d at Haifa, 
the most northern port of the country. 
From there they make their way on 
foot over the mountains of Galilee, 
stopping at Nazareth and then going 
on to Tiberius. They stop and pray at 
every holy spot and often kiss the 
ground where they think Jesus or the 
saints have trod. From the Sea of 


, Galilee they mak he aw 
arrangements that one! y e their way back to 


Nazareth, and thence 
plain of Esdraelon and ‘hrough Sama- 
ria to Jerusalem. I have seen thou- 
sands of them as Bethlehem and have 
met them tramping the weary road to 
the Dead sea and the Jordan. 

These Russians belong to the Greek 
church, which owns the most of the 
monasteries and convents of this 
country, and which has all told prop- 
erty amounting to millions, including 
some of the best real estate in Jerusa- 
lem. The most of this property, how- 
ever, belongs to Greek Catholics, who 
are not Russians, and the Russian 
clrurch seems to be an institution of 
its own kind. It has a great hospice 
outside the walls of Jerusalem and also 
a magnficent church on the top of the 
Mount of Olives. It has similar insti- 
tutions elsewhere, afd ‘is a live factor 
in the religious condition of the Holy 
Land. 


A Hotel Which Sleeps Ten Thousand. 


The Russians have here what ig per- 
haps the largest hotel of the world. 
It can sleep 10,000 at a time and in 
addition, has buildigs for families. It 
is known as the Russian Hospice and 
it lies at the west outside Jerusalem 
proper. It covers a space of ten acres 


BO across the 


Or more and has a high wall around it. 
Entering the gates of this hospice, 


‘ 
‘one finds himself Surrounded by Rus- 


' sians ano Russian scenes. It is a slice 
of the land of the czar dropped down 
iin Judea, and there ig nothing Syrian 
‘in sight. The men dress in caps, long 
,coats and trousers, the last being 
tucked into high boots. They are long- 
bearded, long-haired and fair faced. 
There are many red heads among them 
and ncne seems to know of the razor. 
The women are clad in coarse gowns 
which end at six inches or more from 
ths ankle. They wear boots or straw 
shoes, and in the latter case their 
legs are wrapped around with cloths 
which take the place of stockings, 


} 
'They havs handkerchiefs tied about 


and‘ their heads and their featurés are 


usually as hard and rough as those of 
the men. 

But suptose we go into the woman's 
cuarters @f this mighty hotel. The 
building is cut up into cave-like vaults, 
which run from one side of it to the 
other. These vaults are lighted at the 
ends, and standing in a central hall 


i, seems as though the windows were | 


at least 200 feet ~distant. Each vault 
is eight feet wide and fifteen feet high 
and it is filled from end to end with 
rough beds of pine boards. Upon the 
boards is straw matting, and a space 
six feet sytare forms the bed and home 
of each woman. At the back of this 
she piles up her bread, tea and other 
belongings, which she has brought 
with her from Russia. She sleeps 
stretched out on the boards on the 
fron in the clothing she wears in the 
daytime. 

The quarters devoted to the men are 
of similar nature and those to the fam- 
ilies differ only in that the space for 
each holding is larger. 


Bring Bread From Russia. 

These pilgrims brimg their bread and 
tea with them from Russia. In addi- 
tion to this they have a few vegetables 
which they buy of the natives. They 
cook with oil stoves. When on the 
march, each carries some bread along 
with her and a pan out of which she 
drinks and in which she makes tea. 

In some parts of the inclosure we 
can see families at their meals. The 
men, women and children sit on the 
ground ardund a pot of soup. Each has 


his own piece of bread and a spoon] 


which he uses to dip up the soup and 
carry it to his mouth. They wash 
their own clothes, using dishpans as 
tubs. The tubs ere as big as a bicycle 
wheel and 4 inches deep. The washing 
is done with cold water, which is free 
in the hospice, but which outside would 
cost 2 cents a galion. 
Pious Peeple. 

These Russian pilgrims are very re- 
ligious. They are mostly poor and 
many have been saving a lifetime in 
order that they might make this tour 
to the Holy Land. They undergo all 
sorts of hardships and spend their time 
in fasting and prayer. They have a4 
church inside the hospice, and serv- 
ices are held there twice a day. I have 
attended the church several times. It 
is always full of people standing or 
kneeling. They cross themselves again 
and again as the service goes on, and 
now and then get down and bow their 
headg to the floor. There are similar 
services in the other Greek churches. I 
attended one on the Mount of Olives, 
where the reading of the scriptures 
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Our American Cemetery, which the Kaiser took. The graves are now covered with building material. 
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and the singing were done by Russian 
nuns dressed in black with stovepipe 
hats without brims crowning 
heads. The hats end in a cape or veil 
which falls down the back. The faces 
of the nuns were bare and spiritual- 
looking. Their singing was exceeding- 
ly sweet, and the service impressive. 
The pilgrims who listened now and 
then knelt and kissed the bare floor. 
The American Colony. 

There have been several American 
colonies in the Holy Land, but the only 
One that has made any impression or 
lasted for any length of time is that 
known as the Spaffordite. This was 
founded about thirty years ago by Dr. 
and Mrs. Spafford, who belonged to a 
Presbyterian church in Chicago. They 
left the church gn@ came to Jerusalem. 
Baying they intended to devote their 
wealth and their lives in working for 
Crist in the Holy Land. They per- 
suaded fourteen adults and five chil- 
dren to comes with them, and together 
founded a colony which has lasted 
until now. 

That was in 1881. Today the colony 
~y a members, brought here from 

parts of the un 

number from Now Guatned wee ® 
the south, several from Kansas and 
Nebraska, and quite a delegation from 
Philadelphia and Chicago. I have 
talked with them about thetr beliefs. 
They say they are Christians and that 
they believe in the Bible as it ig writ- 
ten. They take the E°lden rule as 
thelr motto and try to live up to it. 
They have no hobbies, and their Chris- 
tianity is a practical working one. 

I asked as to the charge that they 
do not believe in the Marriage tie. 
and was told that this is not so. They 
do believe in marriages when both 
husband and wife are believers. I 
find the community is made up of 
families and am told its socia] morali- 
ty is high. ‘The society has had nu- 
merous deaths since its organization 
but it has been icreased from time to 
time by peopke who have come here 
to study the Bible and to lead holy 
lives among the holy places. 

An Amertean Store. 

This colony lives together as a com. 
munity and its members hold al] things 
In common. At first they threw their 
money into a common fund. They 
found, however, that it was s00n spent, 
and of late years they have established 
a business of their own and are now 
self-supporting. They have their own 
house outside the walls, where they 
live very ccmfortably, eating at a com- 
mon table with .worship morning and 
ovenirg.+« They frequently take Amer- 
loans in as paying guests, charging 
them less than they would have to 
poy at the hotel for much better quar- 
ters. They also have a bakery from 
which they sell bread and cake: a shoe 
shop and an art school, where girls 
are taugnt painting and drawing. They 
have faciories in which they make 
desks, boxes and oth®r beautiful things 
of olive wood, and a weaving establish- 
ment where cloths of wool and linen 
are made, 

It is now about ten years since they 
established what is known as the 
American store.

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PEANUT PLANTING PROPOSED 
TO DESTROY THE BOLL WEEVIL 


San Antonio, Texas, November 19.— 
(Specital.)—Among the most recent 
suggestions for the elimination of the 


boll weevil is the planting of peanuts. 


This is but one of the hundred or more 
suggestions that have been made dur- 
ing the last three years, but it is be- 
coming increasingly apparent that no 
campaign against the boll weevil 
which calls for the planting of any 
other crop besides cotton will be gen- 
erally adopted throughout the south. 
This ie not due to the {gnorance of the 
southern planters. The cause for this 
antipathy to any such means of fight- 
ing the boll weevil can be seen in the 
daily reports of any newspaper. With 
cotton prices as they now are, and 
with the trend steadily upward as it 
has been during recent years, it is 
quite easy to see why the southern 
cotton farmers refuse to plant any 
other grop. The “Standard Oil Com- 
pany and the steel trust and all the 
other alleged monopolistic corpora- 


tions could never boast such complete, 


contro] of any necessity of life as the 


southern cotton farmers have. 
When crop conditions are ideal 
southern cotton farmers can make a 


bale to the acre and such & crop will ' 


pay a large net profit compared with 
any other crop in the world, but when 
crop cOnditions or the boll weevil re- 
duce the product of the farm to half 
or even less than half of a bate to the 
acre, cotton prices immediately soar 
and what is lost in cotton Is made up 
in hfeher prices. India, Africa and 
Asia strive in vain to supply sufficient 
eotton to affect materially the monop- 
oly now' firmly held by the southern 
states. If any progress is to be madé 
in the war on the boll weevil it must 
be made by the use of enemies of the 
boll weevil. 

Some progress is now being made 
along that line. Early planting of the 
crop gives it such 4n advance in 
growth before the boll weevil 
active that {t ts able to withstand the 
insect’s attack. Destruction of stub- 
ble in the fall is helping end the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture is furnishing many stiggestions 
which aid in the destruction of this 
very expensive crop pest. 

Some idea of the profite from the 
cotton crop can be gathered from the 
record made by southwest Texas dur- 
ing the season which is now drawing 
to a close. Early spring frosts re- 
duced the crop im many southern 
states by as much as 50 per cent. In 
southwest Texas, however, there is no 
frost. A large number of the farms, 
paftioularly in the vicinity of San An- 


an acre. With cotton prices hovering 
about 15 cents a pound afd cotton seed 
prices higher than ever before, owing 
to the heavy demand for the various 
cattle feeds produced from this seed, 
these farmers have made fortunes this 
year. In fact, so profitable has the 
cotton crop been that a great many of 
the homeseekers who are purchasing 
lands in southwest Texas afte becoming 
cotton planters instead of growing 
citrus fruits or trytng the sumerous 
other crops which during recent years 
have become popular in this semi- 
This year hundreds 
of farmers planting their first crop of 
cotton have made net profits sufficient- 
ly large to pay for their land ané all 
the agricultural implements necessary 


| for its tillage. While possidiy larger 


profits are made from oniens, garden 
truck, fruit and alfalfa, the difference 
between the cost of preparing land for 
these crops and for cotton is @ very 
big consideration. 

So great has been the demané for 
cotton that ranches of from 20,000 to 
50,000 acres in southwest Texas ere 
being broken up by colonization com- 
panies and rented in farms of 160 
acres to farmers on the share plen. On 
this plan, ff no crop is made, the 
owner of the land receives no rent for 
his land. This is an indication of their 
absolute faith in the cotton crop 
Many of these large tracts are velued 
before their subdivision at from $10 
to $256 an acre. On even & fairly good 
crop, such a8 was grown this year, 
the average rental received is $8 an 


_ acre. It will be readily seen that this 


av large interest on the invest- 
ee  Sogeaeee, this plan mekes it 
possible for the farmer to accumulate 
a bank account with which in two or 
three years he is able to purchase the 
land he rents. In this way severa! 
large colonization companies are mak- 
ing their lands profitable within «&

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FINAL DECREE IS MADE 
aN OBERLIN CARTER CASE 


Government Is Given Title to 

Property of Army 
fficer. 
November 19.—The fed- 
eral government's title to the prop- 
erty in dispute in the case of Oberlin 
M. Carter, former captain of the United 
States army, the outgrowth of the Sa- 
vannah river and harbor improvement 
frauds. for which Captain Carter was 
imprisoned, was confirmed by the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
in a tinal decree in the litigation, hand- 
ed down today. The government claim- 
ed from Captain Carter and others 
possession of all investments made 
with the proceeds of funds belonging 
to the United States, charged to have 
been fraudulently diverted from pub- 
lic moneys by Captain Carter. Pend- 
ing the outcome of the litigation, 
Which was carried on in the federal 
courts of New Jersey. West Virginia 
and Illinois, as well as this city, 
Frank W. Hubby. Jr.. was appointed 
receiver. 

The final decree embraces the jude- 
ment of the other courts, rendered in 
the various phases of the litigation.
